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THE 1964 ELECTION AND OTHER ITEMS 


Not since March of 1959 has there been such a 
record turn-out of voters in an annual election of 
Wilmington, as there was last Saturday. 

In that year the future of the Town Manager plan 
was at stake, in Wilmington. 3361 voters out of 4708 
turned out for a whopping 68% vote andelected Frank 
Hagerty and Wavie Drew, proponents of the Town 
Manager plan. They were the only candidates other 
than Mr Bender ever to receive the endorsement of 
the Town Crier. 

This year, while there were more ballots cast, 
the percentage was lower. 3361 voters, out ofa total 
of 5952, gives a percentage figure of 56.6%. 

The election of Bender, like that of Mrs Drew 
and Mr Hagerty, represents a triumph for forward 
looking people of Wilmington, He is, incidently, the 
Second Selectman of Wilmington in recent years who 
has been awarded a medal for gallantry under fire, 
while serving his country. Fred Melzar won his medal 
while in the submarine service, and Bender while 
serving as a paratrooper. 

Mr De Felice, defeated in the election, was most 
gracious in his campaign, and afterwards. 

The Town Crier was unable to predict the School 
Committee elections, other than saying it would be 
close, Mr Lynch, who was returned handily, is in the 
opinion of many people, the most ‘solid’ thinker on the 
School Board. There are those who would like to see 
Mr Lynch on the Board of Selectmen, a suggestion to 
which he steadily refuses to accede, 

The vote on Civil Service, very close, was not 
as the Town Crier had predicted, other than being 
close, It represented a solid jolt tothe management 
of Wilmington for the past several years, and the 
lesson has sunk in well. 

There are no hard feelings as a result of the 
Civil Service campaign or vote, TM Jerry Bouchard, 
before the election, pledged that there would be no 
reprisals or retaliatory actions, and Bob Palmer, 
of the highway department, a leader inthe campaign, 
pledged no ‘hard feelings’ and further that he was 
going to invite’ Mr Bouchard out for acup of coffee, 
Monday morning, win, lose or draw. 

Another factor of the past week was the publi- 
cation, in the Lowell Sun, of a story based on the re- 
port given to Jerry Bouchard, by a Chicago research 
organization, about the Wilmington police. 

The report, while it had some very good sug- 
gestions, was not fair in several aspects, and while 
it had undoubtedly some effect onthe voters Saturday 
it is difficult to assess,

On page four the Available Funds item is worth 
a comment. One might say it was aremarkably good 
guess on the part of the Finance Committee.

Other towns have their tax rate increase this . 
year. Wilmington has already had it - a couple of 
years ago! 

The second sneaker comes from the fact that the 
greatest part of the increase in valuation comes from 
new homes - and while that might sound wonderful it 
means that in 1969 or 1970 there will be still more 
school children, etc etc, to increase the tax rate still 
more - not that people don’t love children, but that 
taxes are still taxes! 

In other words there are pitfalls inthat increase 
of $2,600,000, and don’t be lulled! 

Starting at the bottom of page four, and continuing 
on five and six are the Budget Items, which wiil be 
voted individually, under the heading of Article 4, 
The Chairman of the Finance Committee, George 
Boylen, will ‘move’ the article, and then for a couple 
of hours or more, the town will talk finances, 

In asmuch as both the Fire and Police Depart- 
ments are seeking pay raises under state legislation 
there may be a move to take upthis action in Article 
4, when the Fire and Police pay come up - or again 
it may be delayed, One way or the other, the voter 
can look forward to some action on this score, 

There most certainly will be a fight on the 
Public Works Chapter 90 Construction, inthe middle 
of Page five. 

The Selectmen propose, this year, to use the 
$33,600 to widen Lowell Street, between Woburn and 
West Streets. 

The residents of the area are practically 100% 
against it, and they have some good reasons. 

Some of the reasons; Widening the street will 
just leave a bottle neck at each end. There will be 
more cars on the street, but they won’t go any faster 
than the bottlenecks will allow, Particularly this 
is true because of the bottleneck at Route 93. 

If the street is widened, the town will pay only 
25% of the construction costs - but it will pay 100% 
of the land damages cost - and this could be over 
$60,000! 

If the town waits a fewyears, and if NASA should 
locate north of Boston, as is possible, then the state 
may have to put in a full clover leaf at 93, 

If the state puts in a full clover leaf, then it will 
also have to widen more of Lowell Street, It will 
Pay 100% of both construction costs, and the land 
damages, 

In other words a delay might well pay off. The 
Selectmen have not told the town any reason for the 
widening of the street, other thanthat is their desire. 
The residents of the area will probably move tc > 
either delete the Chapter 90 Construction money, or 
else trasfer the site to, say, Burlington Avenue, where

‘THE FINEST LOT’ 
AGAIN 


In a Special Town Meeting on May 
27 1963 Selectman John Brooks 
was orating about a piece of land 
which it was proposed the town 
accept as a ‘pedway’ leading to the 
new Woburn Street school, now 
building, 

The land, owned by James De 
Carolis of Tewksbury was a part 
of a proposed real estate develop- 
ment, and John Brooks told the 
Town Meeting that it was ‘The 
Finest Lot’. 

‘The publisher ofthe Town Crier, 
Capt. Neilson, who was seated near 
the place where Mr. Brooks was 
standing, said softly, and almost 
under his breath ‘That 1s a lie!’ 

Mr Brooks, in a towering rage, 
spent the next several minutes 
telling the Town Meeting that he 
would not stand being called a 
‘Liar’. 

Capt. Neilson, afterwards, ex- 
tended his apology to the Town 
Meeting because there had been 
an unseemly uproar. ,He did not 
apologize to Mr. Brooks, and told 
the town meeting that the ‘Finest 
Lot’? consisted of a 50 foot wide 
piece of land - a swale, leading in- 
to a swamp, that the developer 
was umable to use for any purpose 
except perhaps to ‘throw’ St Into 
another lot, and make that lot of 
land oversize. 

Last Thursday night there wasa 
public hearing in the Town Hall, 
conducted by the Wilmington Plan- 
ning Board, 

Mr De Carolis had, before the 
Planning Board in that public hear- 
ing, his ‘definitive’ plans for the 
real estate development - the plans 
he hopes to have the Planning 
Board approve. 

About 30 near neighbors were 
present, many of them from Marcia 
Road, from which the new devel. 
ment will extend. Most of them 
were in opposition to the proposal. 

Also present was Capt, Neilson. 
He asked Mr. De Carolis, through 
the chair, to describe the lot of 
j land which Mr Brooks had des- 
cribed as the ‘Finest Lot’. : 

The question was asked several 
times, so as to leave no doubt. 

Mr. De Carolis described the lot 
as being 50 feet wide, and told the 
Chairman that he was unable to 
combine it with any other lgnd in 
any way, so as to make himself a 
useable lot for real estate purposes

there are peopie who want their street widened. 

Article 5 is to pay bills which didn’t get into the 
Town Halll in time to be paid in 1963. 

Articles 6,7, & 8. Nothingtobe alarmed about. 
These are for the purchase of needed vehicles. The 
Police will have five cruisers when this is done - 
this is in accord with the ‘Police Report’ 

Article 9 - up to now the Fire Chief has been 
paid $600 a year for the use of his car, 

Article 10. The Town Criér isn’t exactly sure 
of what will happen here. It’s the TM’s baby. 

Articlell. The acting Fire Chief recommends 
an International Ambulance, instead of the Cadillac 
the town has been using for years. The cost is over 
$8000, but the Fincom felt $8000 was enough. 

The Selectmen are going to propose the sum of 
$11,000, with the idea of letting the Town Meeting do 
the choosing. It can have its preference - A Cadillac, 
International - Chrysler - Dodge or Chevvy. 

Article 12, which looks like a gift toone section 
of town, is nothing of the sort. 

The $5000 in this article was paidtothe town by 
a bonding company, which guaranteed the work ofthe 
‘developer’ who built the homes and streets, and 
who failed to meet the Planning Board specifications. 
The money really belongs to the people who live on 
these streets, and no one should argue agains the 
proposal. 

Article 13 is a Betterment Article, in which the 
People who live on a street pay to have it fixed up, 
The sum will be about $21,000, and it will be a bond 
issue, which will mean a two-thirds vote, 

Why the remark about the Planning Board action? 
The Selectmen laid out the street. Is this an echo 
of the Ballardvale Street rumpus of a couple of 
years ago? 

Article 14 is the same thing, for the end of Linda 
Road. Only four families live on this section. Two 
want the street betterment - and two do not, 

It will probably be ‘passed over’ by the selectman 

Article 15. This is the proposed Town Hall, 
which has suffered a lot of slings and arrows since 
it was proposed last fall. 

Now the Selectmen are going to propose spending 
$5000 from tax money to have the Building Committee 
prepare plans for a $200,000 Town Hall, and then 
vote the building later, by bond issue, 

This is the way it is done for schools, only a 
million dollar school gets only $7500 for plans, 
There will probably be a lot of infighting on this 
article, 

Article 16 is a proposal to ‘round out’ the lot 
of land on which stands the Police Staions. The land 
is swampy, and it is a good deal for the town, 

On the face of it, inArticle 17, it might sound as 
though the Executive Meetings of the Selectmen, about 
sidewalks are a thing of the past, but this is not so, 
The town might still have to wait until the middle of 
the summer to find out what it voted for in sidewalks, 

This article, instead, is to straighten out some 
bond issues, of the past, and perhaps of the future. 

The law requires that 25 cents be voted, for 
each $1000 in bond issues, and this was forgotten in 
the case of the Woburn Street school and perhaps 
others. The bonding money i.e. the 25¢ part of it, 
for the new Town Hall, might possibly be in this 
article too. It might be well to ask some questions. 

Article 18 is the one inwhich the Board of Water 
Commissioners hope to get authority to build a new 
well field in the Town Park, 

Last year they ran into a snag, inthe shape of a 
baseball diamond, which the townspeople did not want 
to lose. Now the plans are to face the diamond around, 
so the Commissioners can get their water, and the 
ball players play ball. 

There are several ‘test holes’ on the other side 
of the Maple Meadow Brook. Whether or not they are 
to be a part of this article the Town Crier does not 
know. 

Article 19 - to lay water mains by Betterment, 
If the people on the street want this the town votes 
for it. 

Article 20 could take a minute, or an hour, or 


_ a week, or forever. 


Once upon a time the town hada Building ByLaw 
Committee. It was a good committee - architects, 
engineers, lawyers. It worked for three years, and 
in its study it went into all types of codes, etc. 

Then, when it was almost ready to present its 
building code to the town it was massacred by some of 
the politicians on the board of Selectmen. 

Now it is proposed to have a ‘National’ code, 
with little or no study. 

The proposal didn’t sit very well, when it was 
heard at a Baldwin Civic meeting, and it seems as 
though there are fireworks ahead,

Dear Larz: 

In the last ten years we have 
seen our town expand and progress 
very rapidly. A new fire station, 
a new police station, highway barn, 
and an addition to our water de- 
partment. Aiso new industries have 
entered town, and additional new 
Schools to keep up with the popu- 
lation growth. 

New trucks, earth moving equip 
ment and men to run these ma- 
chines have been added to the 
Highway department to keep our 
many miles of roads cleaned and 
repaired, The Water Department 
also has new machinery and men 
to install and maintain the many 
miles of water mains - sewerage 
mains, and house services that 
are needed dally, But what of our 
fire and police departments - who 
are our main source of life and 
property protection? The town 
needs more fire fighters to cope 
with the many houses - industries 
and chemical plants that are being 
erected every day. 

We need more police protection 
- to watch our children going to 
and from school every day - to 
patrol our highways and many 
miles of roads, There is only one 
and one quarter firemen and police 
men for every thousand citizens in 
the town of Wilmington - that is 
not enough, Fire and police emer- 
gencies can and do break out any- 
time and anywhere. One - two or 
more occasions may arise at one 
time - Let’s be prepared, and don’t 
wait for an emergency to arise 
before we decide that there are not 
enough qualified men to handle it, 

Why does someone always have 
to be hurt, before something is 
done? It is the men and equipment 
at the scene as fast as possible 
that save lives and property. 

Fire and police salaries do not 
come up to wages that private in-

We 
are all onscious of the tax rate 
in the town, but PLEASE don’t 
cut down on our fire and police 
protections. This raise will be 
less than thirty cents on our tax 
vate.

Article 22, If the Fiaance Committee hadused a 
few more words its explanation would have been dif- 
ferent. In this case the explanation is misleading. 

The Finance Committee would seem tobe saying 
that this means an automatic pay raise, every time 
the legislature adopts a new pay schedule. 

This is contrary to facts, The article asks that 
the Town adoot Section 108G, which is the current 
pay schedule voted by the legislature. In so doing, 
the town does not commit itself to adopt any later 
schedule, if one is voted, 

In other words it can still be argued that this 
would be home rule, 

And the same thing goes for Article 23, 

Article 24, This is the one that was referred to 
in the earlier part of this article, If an error has 
been committed then the town should make sure that 
it is rectified at the earliest possible moment, 

Article 25. The Planning Board took two hours 
to approve this article. Let everyone hope that it 
does not take as long in Town Meeting. \ 

Article 26. This took only a couple of minutes 
for the Planning Board, 

Article 27. It has been withdrawn by the Board 
of Appeals, 

Article 28. This is the old friend of the Town 
Meeting. It lost last year by only a few votes. 

This isthe North Wilmington Development, which 
proposes to fill in swamps alongside the railroad and 
make taxapble property. The Town Crier thinks this 
is a good idea, but there are other thoughts too! 

Last year the Planning Board approved, and used 
the words ‘best use’ for thisland, The Finance Com- 
mittee, on the strength of this, approved this year, 
and then couldn’t understand why the Planning Board 
changed its mind, 

Needless to say, the article is controversial. 

Article 28 is for Mr. Yentile’s land, and he wants 
to build a skating rink. He didn’t explain much to the 
Finance Committee, and that committee isa stickler 
for wanting explanations, so they disapproved, 

Wilmington, with its skating history, could go for 
somethinglike this, 

Articles 30, 31, 32 & 34 have been withdrawn by 
the sponsors, 

Article 33 is our old friend, the Kilmarnock St 
industrial area, down by Route 93, It was just barely 
defeated, a year ago. 

Article 35 is proposed with the idea of taking a 
load off the Planning Board, and lettingthem do more 
Planning instead. A good idea, 

Article 36 is to provide money todrain17 spec- 
ified places. The Town Crier reported on this in 
past issues. All are along or on the streets of Wil- 
mington, 

Articles 37 & 38. Someone will be sure to joke 
that the Finance Committee is against ‘Conversation’ 

The Fincom disapproved, but only because they 
did not have enough knowledge. 

There are Conservations Commissions in many 
towns of Massachusetts, and they are worth while 
and are doing good work. 

There may be something come of this, Rene 
La Rivee is asking for $300 for first year expenses, 

Article 39, Memorial Day is Memorial Day, 
and it’s worth while if only to hear the Hebrew 
prayers by Mr Kaufman. This should pass without 
any trouble. 

Article 40, The town has voted, in past years, 
$20,000 for a drainage project on the Ipswich. $5000 
more is needed, to match the sum of $25000 which 
will be advanced by the state. 

There is a lot of misinformation passing around 
about this (perhaps with good reason). 

Essentially it is a good article, and it should be 
voted, so as to give the TM an opportunity to have 
something done about the water problems, 

North Reading has already done some work on 
this problem, on its part of the Ipswich, but this 
money is for spending only within Wilmington. Don’t 
let people talk about Reading - or someplace down 
by the Atlantic ocean, They will, but just to confuse 
you, 

Articles 41, 42 & 43. Veteran’s Club Houses, It 
is only a few pennies on the tax rate, and well worth 
it. Many other organizations use these club houses, 
e.g. The Republican Town Committee meets in the 
DAV Hall on Grove Avenue, 

Article 44 has never increased in price, The 
Finance Committee would like to say the samée’thing 
about many others, * 1 

Article 45 is to legalize boxing contests: in the 
High School, conducted by the Athletic Boosters, This 
practice, which provided some sport, and some money 
for scholarships, was stopped because the town had 
not adopted the law in question.

PLANNING BOARD HAS 
‘APARTMENT’ REPORT 


The long awaited report from 
Sam Snow, Lexington consultant on 
zoning, was received by the Plan- 
ning Board, Tuesday night, and 
read by the members. 

Mr, Snow, who was hired last 
fall to consider and recommend 
zoning changes, reported on four 
sites, The report had to await 
his return from Costa Rica, where 
he had been doing work of which 
the town had knowledge when he 
was hired. 


General Recommendations 

Snow recommended that: 

1, The Planning Board consider 
favorably the policy of including 
apartment building developments 
in the long range development 
plan for Wilmington, 

2, The type of buildings, their 
proposed general locations, and 
the maximum number of dwelling 
units be determined for each plan- 
ning district only after careful 
study, 

3, No more than one apartment 
building development be permitted 
in each planning district, 

4, No land be rezoned for apart- 
ment buildings of any type until 
(a) they can be serviced with a 
municipal sewer, (b) the Wilming- 
ton zoning by-law is amended to 
provide specifically for the control 
of apartment building development, 
and 

6. The Wilmington Building by- 
law is amended to provide for 
better construction and more ade- 
quate safety than at present. 

(There was no paragraph 5) 


Building Sites 

Snow examined four sites, He 
found that the land opposite the 
Wilmington Plaza would probably 
be one of the first areas to be in- 
cluded in an area served by a trunk 
sewer, and recommended that it 
could then be rezoned from general 
business to multi-story apartment

Snow recommended that this be 
not rezoned for apartment build- 
ings, and his-opinion was that the 
area was too large.
